Police Commissioners’ Report 


Under the new law going into effect September Ist, 1913, 
we were appointed and duly qualified as Police Commissioners 
for the town of Exeter. 

At a special meeting held on September 6, at police head- 
quarters, Mr. Samuel W. Langley was elected chairman and 
Charles W. Barker, clerk. It was decided that we should 
hold regular meetings on the first Monday of each month at 
7.30 P. M., at police headquarters. 

At a special meeting held September 18, Samuel Y. Davis 
was appointed ’a special police and following the death of 
former Superintendent of Police Beverly 8. McGaughey, Mr. 
Davis was appointed as his successor. 

Mr. Irvine Hunter and Mr. Elvyn A. Bunker were ap- 
pointed as members of the regular police force. Mr. Alfred J. 
Eno was appointed a special police for the brick yard district. 

We have adopted police regulations for the town and after 
being printed. they were published, posted and recorded on 
the town records. 

The expenses of the police force for the year ending February 
15, 1914, have amounted to twenty-nine hundred three and 
30-100 ($2903.30). Orders have been drawn on the town 
treasurer for the above amount.

The battery, which has now been in use five and one-half 
years, will have to be renewed this year.

Public Library Report 


SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 17,772. The total number of books given 
out during the past year was 28,756, which is about 800 less 
than last year. This shows no decrease in circulation, since 
the library was closed a month the past summer. These 
books are classified as follows: Fiction, 17,879; juvenile de- 
partment, 5,053; historical and general literary subjects, 
5,824. Four hundred and seventy-three new books have been 
added, 203 of these being credited to the Merrill funds; also 
23 books have been replaced, and 64 volumes of magazines 
bound. 

Five hundred and fifty-seven cards have been issued during 
the current year, 324 to townspeople and 233 to students of the 
Academy. 

On August 18 the library was closed to permit the installa- 
tion of additional stacks, authorized at the last town meeting. 
The stacks arrived in Exeter the Wednesday previous, from 
the Snead & Company Iron Works, Inc., Jersey City, N. J., 
contractors for the work at the cost of $1,078 for the stacks 
and $275 additional for floor supports, a total of $1,353. The 
Snead company installed the original stacks, and the new 
work consequently harmonizes with the old. Double stacks 
with a capacity for 7,000 books have been placed above the 
original five at the right of the central aisle. The stairs leading 
to the galleries have steel risers and marble treads and are 
easy of ascent. The galleries are floored in marble and that 
above the central aisle is railed, as is, of course, the stairway. 
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The work has involved additional piping for gas and a few 
new burners. 

The early installation of adequate ventilation is much to be 
desired, and it is to be regretted that provision for a children’s 
room and other special needs is at present impracticable. 
The work just completed is, however, a very long step in 
improvement of conditions at the library, one of the most 
helpful institutions of the town. 

On August 12 occurred the death of Mr. Walter E. Colton, 
long the efficient secretary of the library committee and al- 
ways devoted to the interests of the library. For many years 
he had been chairman of the book committee and rarely failed 
to attend its meetings. At the September meeting of the 
public library committee three of its members, Messrs. Tufts, 
Dow and Fuller, were appointed to report to the next meeting 
an expression of appreciation of the long and helpful service 
of Mr. Colton. This expression, unanimously approved, 
follows: 

“The library committee miss the genial presence of Mr. 
Colton, our efficient secretary for eleven years, always present 
at the meetings and deeply interested in the library. As a 
lover of books and a great reader, Mr. Colton showed dis- 
criminating taste in the selection of books. In him the town 
has lost a faithful and efficient officer, and we, a valued 
friend.”

The Robinson Seminary 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT \ 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Seminary: 


The present year enrollment of 316 is the largest in the 
history of the Seminary. 

At the beginning of the school year, changes on the faculty 
were made by the transfer of Miss Roxie Odiorne from the 
position of teacher of English to that of teacher of French 
and Latin; by the election of Miss Marion 8. Williams, a 
graduate of Simmons college, as teacher of Science, and Miss 
Marie deRochemont, a graduate of Smith college, as teacher 
of English. Each has entered upon her duties in such a man- 
ner as to make the least possible break in the continuity of 
work. Every teacher on the faculty has shown her purpose 
to do work of the highest excellence. No one has seemed to ~ 
fear that she might do a little more than she was paid for. 
All have been glad to help the others in every way possible. 
The year has been entirely free from friction of any kind and 
has been the most satisfactory and successful period within 
the knowledge of the present principal. 

The rapid drill in Arithmetic described last year is working 
out excellently. In addition to the work then mentioned, the 
classes are now able to do very gratifying work in addition, 
involving two columns of figures. All the other details of the 
method are fully as encouraging in their results as they were 
last year. 

The Home Economics course continues to show satisfactory 
results along the lines indicated in the report of last year. 
Simple millinery, to supplement the course in Sewing, was given 
to the eighth class during the fall term. The work consisted 
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chiefly of cleaning, freshening, cutting down and remodelling 
and retrimming old hats. It demonstrated the possibility of 
producing very pleasing effects by using materials which could 
be found at home, thus avoiding the expenditure of any money 
for the purpose. Correllating with this work, the pupils made 
drawings for hats, the lines of which were suited to the par- 
ticular person for whom they were intended. One illustration 
may be of interest. On the ground glass of a camera the pupils 
were drawing the profile of each member of the class. In one 
case the profile produced by the arrangement of hair was so 
absurd that the girl came to school on the following day with 
her hair done differently and wished another profile made. 
If pupils can be brought to appreciate the grotesqueness, and 
often even hideousness of some creations, whose only defense 
is ‘‘style,’’ then surely this course will not be given in vain. 

The method, which we have been using during the past 
five years in German, is proving the soundness of the principles 
upon which its use is founded. Excellent results are obtained. 
Graduates, who take German courses in college, gain very 
creditable standing, in some cases even doing advanced work. 
Pupils show a decided interest in the subject and an ability 
to get the thought in what they read. The amount of reading 
done by the Sophomore, Junior and Senior classes during the 
past year exceeded the requirement of the State Secondary 
programme by 499 pages. Nearly as much was read in the 
last year as is required for the three, although pupils did not 
put on the subject more than half as much time outside of 
class as under the old method. Here, as well as in other sub- 
jects tested by competent psychologists, speed and efficiency 
seem inseparable. 

The pupils in the four lower classes have German by the 
direct method fifteen minutes per day; those of the fifth class, 
three periods per week, the work being done wholly in class; 
those of the Sophomore, Junior and Senior classes, five periods 
per week. German is the language of the class room. No 
English is used except when the pupils’ vocabulary will not 
allow them perfectly to understand an explanation given by 
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the instructor. Simple plays written by the teacher to include 
the vocabulary possessed by the pupils at different periods are 
given during the first four years as a part of the class room 
work. German songs are sung, and poems memorized in 
each of the classes. In the last three years pupils report 
upon work read outside of class by giving résumés in German. 
At first this is done by selecting from the text and committing 
to memory sentences which will give the story; later, pupils 
acquire a vocabulary that enables them to give in German 
their own account of what they have read. Grammar is 
largely taught through the medium of reading and German 
conversation, because of the fact that competent investiga- 
tion has shown that linguistic development comes through the 
learning of linguistic elements in the sentence rather than 
through grammatical analysis. Hence formal grammar is 
given at the end of the course rather than at the beginning. 
Prose work follows translation, to the end that new words 
always may be seen as a part of a complete thought. Percep- 
tion card drill upon words and idioms is given subsequently, 
so that automatic response may be secured in all phases of 
the work not requiring thought. The various devices employed 
are all used as means to the main end in view — the getting 
of thought from the printed page. Since the way to learn to 
do anything is to do it, and since reading is the aim of the in- 
struction given, the major part of the work of the upper 
classes consists of reading. Sight reading is the class-room 
method. Pupils are given two or three minutes in which to 
read silently a part of a page, are then required to give the 
thought in the section, and finally to translate. Independent 
work is thus encouraged and much of the dishonesty that 
always clings to the old method is eliminated. Pupils do sup- 
plementary reading outside of class the same as they do in 
English. 

Interest in the subject is enhanced through correspondence 
with German girls in Germany, through the Deutscher Verein, 
which meets each month, through German periodicals sub- 
scribed for by the Verein, through German plays and through 
Victor concerts to illustrate German operas. 
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The point which deserves especial emphasis is that we not 
only read much more than formerly, but read it in less time 
and more efficiently. Perhaps a point of still greater import- 
ance is that pupils, because of greater concentration, learn 
how to study far better than under the old method. 

Finally, let me assure you that the confidence which the 
trustees have shown in the teaching force of the Seminary, 
and the constant and cordial support they have given it, have 
by no means been the least of the factors contributing to make 
this year so successful and enjoyable.

‘Town Warrant 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

lst. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

2nd. To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen. 

3rd. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of © 
the Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 

4th. . To choose by ballot and major vote a treasurer of the 
Robinson Female Seminary. 

5th. To choose all other necessary town officers, auditors, 
or committees for the ensuing year. 

6th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor, for repairing the highways, for 
repairing and building bridges, for repairing and building — 
sidewalks, for building drains and sewers, for oiling the streets, 
for payment of the town debt, for the lighting of the streets, 
for defraying the expenses of decorating the graves of Union 
soldiers, for preventing the spread of the brown-tailed moth 
within the town, and for the other charges arising within the 
town, and for the payment of the firemen for the ensuing year. 

7th. To hear the reports of committees heretofore chosen 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

8th. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of $800.00 
for the purchase of a pair of horses and harnesses for the same. 

9th. Tosee if the town will appropriate the sum of $250.00 
for the purchase of a two-horse street sweeper. 

10th. To see if the town will vote to purchase a portable 
stone-crusher with complete apparatus for operating, and 
appropriate money for the same. 
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11th. To see if the town will adopt the provisions of Chap- 
ter 172 of the session laws of 1913 entitled an ‘‘Act to protect 
the youth of our state’? and otherwise known as the ‘‘Curfew 
Act.” 

12th. On petition of Dr. W. H. Nute and twelve others: To 
see if the meeting will vote to employ a sanitary expert to 
examine into the sanitary condition of the town and advise 
the town in relation to the same; and appropriate therefor 
a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

13th. On petition of Joseph W. Merrill and thirty-nine 
others: To see if the town will appropriate the sum of twenty- 
five hundred dollars for resurfacing Main street, beginning at 
the end of the recent macadamizing upon Water street and 
proceeding westward until the amount appropriated is ex- 
pended. 
' 14th. On petition of Hamilton Hunter and seventeen 
others: To see if the town will vote to resurface Locust avenue, 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars for 
the same. 

15th. On petition of William E. Moore and nine others:
